All researchesinto the nature of 
these ttle bodies pive the same ro- 
salt in regurd te their counties# num- 
bers, great velocity, and orbitual gc- 
centricity. But muen js yet to. be 
learned conceming their formation, 
nature, and purpose in the world of 
symce. Ву some speeulators they are 
considered as the fuel that keeps the 
hoat supply ої the sun; by others, as 
the materials, for constructing new 
worlds; and by others, as the source 
of magnetism or cleetrisity. But 
their importanee ін now acknowledged 
by all, and very few observers can 
watch their unerring aim, their start- 
ling velocity, aud the vivid bright- 
hess with which they dart through 
the sky and suddenly expire without 
n feeling Of reverential awe mingling 
with sdinivation ut the Dosatiful spec- 
tacle.
